On August 27, 1858, BaxterChurch 
was dedicated to the service of 
Almighty God, The Dedication was 
preached by Rev. Charles C. M. 
See. His text was from Psalms 127 
verse 1; '‘Except the Lord build 
this house, they labour in vain that 
build it. M The number of orig¬ 

inal communicants was sixteen and 
these sixteen were transferred from 
Liberty Church at Green Bank. The 
first Ruling Elders of Baxter Pres¬ 
byterian Church was Robert D. Mc- 
Cutcheon and Robert Curry. Robert 
C. McCutcheon was for many years 
Clerk of the Session.

During the years of War between 
the states, Baxter Church was sev¬ 
eral times used as a shelter by 
troops of the Union Army. The In¬ 
terior of the building was some¬ 
what despoiled by this use. It was 
not until around 1900 that the last 
of the damage was repaired. 

Baxter Church celebrated it fif¬ 
tieth anniversary in J908, when for 
the first time Greenbrier Presby¬ 
tery met at the church. In 1958, 
during the 100th anniversary, Green¬ 
brier Presbytery met there again. 

Baxter Presbyterian Church has 
never been a church large in its 
number of communicants. Today 
there are about forty-five members. 
The most the church ever had was 
90, but Baxter Church has always 
been a church of great influence 
upon its community and upon its 
sons and daughters who leave its 
rural setting to live and work in 
more populous areas. Amoung the 
more Illustrious members of the 
church in the second half of the 
century is Miss Margaret Pritch¬ 
ard, Medical Missionary to Korea 
since 19.U. Another outstanding 
leader was C. E. Pritchard, Clerk 
of the Sean ion and active in every 
phase of the Church 9 * life from 1891 
until hu death in l9Jn.

For more than 150 years this ^ 
church has faithfully served 
t he people of upper Pocahon¬ 
tas County through wars and 
depressions and years of growth 
and prosperity.

Two sisters died 
in early life—one was the first wife 
or the late Amos Barlow of Hun 
tersville. 

The deceased lived an active, use
